The presence of the large body of 


police attracted the attention of the public, 


and the news rapidly spread throughout the 
streets that O’Donnell bad arrived, a large 


crowd gathering to get a view of him. On 


alighting from the train O’Donnell was sur- 


rounded by an impenetrable ring of polica. 


The spectators made a rush to gain a view of 


the prisoner, but the police were too alert, and 
only an occasional glimpse of the captive was 
obtainable. O’Donnell at first appeared to be 
nervous and stepped off the train some- 
what hesitatingly, surveying the scene be- 
fore him. He soon, however, drew himself 
up and descended the stairway more boldly. 
Outside of the station, while the prisoner was 
entering the prison van, a few roughs attempt- 
ed to raise a cheer, which was met with some 
hisses. A strong guard was placed inside the 
van, behind which followed a cab filled with 
officers. The procession then started, mounted 
police encircling the van. A few hisses and 
cheers were again raised, but the crowd gen- 
erally was apathetic. On arriving at Millbank 
the Deputy Governor of the prison received 
the prisoner, who was forthwith placed in a 
cell. Subsequently he wag visited by Police 
Superintendent Williamson, O’Donnel! ap- 
pears more depressed since his incarceration. 

O’Donnell was taken to Bow-Street Police 
Court this afternoon. He was closely guarded 
by mounted police and passed through the 
streets ata rapid pace. On arriving at court 
he was placed in the dock, Mr. Frederick 
Flowers was the presiding magistrate. Mr. 
Poland appeared for the Crown and stated 
that the prisoner was charged with murder 
upon the high seas, within the jurisdiction of 
the Adthiralty of England and of the court, 
The witnesses for the Crown had not yet ar- 
rived in England, as it was not deemed advis- 
able to bring them on the same vessel with 
the prisoner. Mr. Poland asked that the 
epee be remanded for a week and stated that 

6 would probably, at the expiration of that 
time, again ask a short remand, as he believed 
the witnesses would by that time have arrived 
and he would beable to begin the case. Mr. 
Flowers accordingly remanded the prisoner 
unti! Tuesday next. During the bearing 
O’Donnell was permitted to sit in the dock, 
He manifested great interest in the proceed- 
ings and maintained a firm and respectful de- 
meanor. He gave his name as Patrick O’ Don- 
nell, thougn he is described in the charge 
sheet as ‘‘ Michael O’Donnell, puddler, of 
Gadowre, County Donegal, Ireland.” He will 
have able counsel for bis defense, as steps are 
being taken by his friends to secure the ser- 
vices of a well-known Irish member of Parlia- 
ment. 

The police have been extremely active in the 
Nationalists’ quarters of London to-day, mak- 
ing inquiries as to what connection, if any, 
O’Donnell had with the Irisk secret societies. 
Millbank Prison has been piaced under an ex- 
tra guard. 

It hes been learned that O’Donnell, after 
shooting Carey, said: ‘‘Shake hands, Mrs. 
Carey; | had todo it!” not, ‘*I did not do it!” 
as was at first reported. 

It is understood that Mrs. Carey has offered 
evidence of a most astounding nature, which, 
she declares, will clear her husband's charac- 
ter. She has banded letters to the authorities, 
which include the correspondence of a member 
of Parliament. 

The Jrish “imes, of Dublin, says: ‘It is 
certain that the police had warning that an 
attempt to rescue O'Donnell would be made 
by a ‘forlorn hope,’ composed of Fenians of 
Londoa, Liverpool, and Manchester. This 
desperate enterprise was not carried out, how- 
ever, tp to the precautions taken by the 
authoritieS,”’ 

The following account of O’Donnell’s pas- 
sage home bas been furnished by a first cabin 
passenge:> on board the Athenian: During the 
voyage O'Donnell was allowed on deck morn- 
ing and afternoon, and frequently up to 9 P. 
M. There were always two detectives with 
him, but had it not been for this fact no one 
on board would bave imagined that he was a 
prisoner. He usually smoked cigars, and oc- 
casionally a pipe, and was frequently in con- 
versation with his custodians or with any of 
the passepgers who cared to enter into conver- 
sation with him. If the conversation, how- 
ever, bad any reference to the assassination of 
Carey, he always evadec it and turned 
the topic. One detective always slept in 
bis cabin, which was kept locked. 
His meals were always cut up for him, 
and be partook of his food in his cabin. When 
first treated in this wav, no knife being on bis 
plate, O'Donnell remarked: ** |suppose they are 
afraid I will commit suicide. There is no fear 
of that, 1 bave not been convicted yet. and 1 
hops I won't be.’”’ The detectives, during the 
voyage, took pains to keep up his spirits, and 
when O'Donnell complained of a report which 
bad appeared in the London newspapers about 
his having been connected with the gang who 
bad attempted to blow up the Mansion House, 
they assured him it was untrue. On hearing 
this, O’Donnell exclaimed: ** As long as you 
believe J am not connected with that or any 
uther plot, I am satisfied.”

THE TONQUIN NEGOTIATIONS. 

Paris, Sept. 18.—The Marquis Tseng, the 
Chinese Ambassador, had a conference with 
M. Jules Ferry, President of the Cabinet, to- 
day. The Yemps says they discussed the 
memorandum prepared by M. Ferry and 
M. Challemel-Lacour for a settlement of the 
existing difficulties. The Prime Minister will 
pay a visit to President Grévy of two days’ 
duration. Tbe 7emps admits the dissension 
between the French officials at Tomquin, and 
urges the concentration of the civil and mili- 
tary authority in one person. 

Two battalions of native sharpshooters and 
one battalion of the foreign legion from 
Africa will start for Tonquin immediately. 
,On their arrival the forces there will exceed 
the number of troops asked for by Gen. Bouet. 

LONDON, Sept. 19.—A Marseilles dispatch to 
the Daily News says that 3,000 shells, 500 guns, 
and 300,000 cartridges have been ordered to be 
sent to Tonquin. 

The Datly Jelegraph’s correspondent at 
Paris states that China has proposed to accept 
a French protectorate in Annam on the condi- 
tien that the French evacuate Tonquin. 

The Admiralty has ordered the war_ vessels 
Champion, Daring, Flying Fish, and Kestrel, 


THE MURDERER OF CAREY 






O'DONNELL LODGED IN MILLBANKE 


TAKEN FROM SOUTHAMPTON TO LONDON

TRENTON, Sept. 18.—The movement. for 
Judge Dixon’s nomination bad lost none of its 
strength this morning. The late-coming dele- 
gates who arrived on the traius from all direc- 
tions, and who had learned from the morning 
prints of Judge Dixon’s attitude, gave it fresh 
impetus. When the delegations from the 
various counties met in their separate cau- 
cuses it’ was seen that the boom had assumed 
such proportions that it could not be defeated.

A LARGE FIRE 1N BROADWAY. 


—_——~__-—. 
SIX FIRMS SUSTAIN LOSSES AGGREGATING 
$390,000. 

The five-story iron-front double building 
Nos. 537, 539, and 541 Broadway was partially de- 
stroyed by fire last night and the destruction of 
its valuable contents caused theheaviest loss which 
the underwriters have sustained in many months, 
The structure has a frontage of 75 feet and 
runs through to Mercer-street, a depth of 200 feet. 
It is divided into two buildings by a party 
wall which runs from the basement to the 
roof, and which has ‘arched openings on 
each floor, closed by board partitions. 
Smoke was seen issuing from the basement of the 
southern half of the building at 6:45 o’clock. 


Severai fire-engines promptly responded to the 
call, and the hook and ladder companies, 
after much _ difficulty, forced open the 
doors and windows, which were protected 
by iron bars end shutters. In the meantime the 
fire had gained great headway before the streams 
of water could be brought to bear upon it. The 
engines were set to work flooding the base- 


ment and celjar. The smoke emitted by 
the burning goods was so dense that 
no verson could live in the basement, 


and the tire had tu be fought from the street.’ The 
formatiou of the ground on which the building 
stands is such that tne basement on the Broad- 


way front is level witn the sidewalk in 
the rear in Mercer-street. Thus the flames 
could be more easily reached from the 


reac. In the front the iron vault lights covering 
the sidewalk were smashed in with axes, and the 
flames then burst forth with great fury, showing 
that the fire had traversed the basement from the 
rearto the front. Five streams of water were 
thrown into the basement through the 
holes cut in the vault, and sdon_ the 
great body of water began to have its effect. 
When the fire was almost within control in the 
basement the flames made their appearance on the 
fifth floor on the Mercer-street enc of the 
building. The fire had eaten its way up 
one of the numerous openings to the fifth 
floor, and was soon bursting through the roof be- 
yond the reach of the ordinary street pipes. 
Water tower No. 1 was drawn up as close to 
the building as safety would permit, and 
it was quiekly raised and four steamer 
streams were joined into the standpipe, and soon 
a powerful stream of water was poured on the 
fire. Notwithstanding this, the flames spread to- 
ward the front of the building, and in a short time 
were bursting forth from the fifth-story win- 
dows on the Broadway front of both buildings. 
Special calls were sent out for more engines and 
the new water-tower from East Thirteenth-street. 
The water-tower arrived and within five minutes 
was hoisted into position, and the engines as they 
arrived stretched their lines of hose from the 
nearest hydrants until four of the steamers were 
delivering water through the tall stand-pipe which 


commanded the entire Broadway front of 
the building. Lines of bose were also 
taken through the Prescott House, and 
over the roof of the building No, 535 


on the south of the burning building, and in that 
manner the roof of the structure was drenehed. 
The flames were cut off pefore they had de- 
scended beyond the fourth floor, and thus the 
greater art of the obduilding was saved. 
The fifth flor of the double building was burned 
out, a large portion of the fourth floor was gutted, 
as was the basement of the southern half of 
the building. The building burned is within 
50 feet of the Prescott Haquse, and when 
the dense smoke made its appearance the guests 
of thé hotel became excited. Many of them 
packed up their luggage ead prepared to leave, 
but there was no danger, and the excitement soon 
subsided. s 

The first floor, basement, and sub-cellar of the 
building Nos. 537 and 589 was occupied by Hell- 
man & Herrman, manafacturers and dealers in 
hosiery and gentlemen's furnishing goods. 
Mr. Herrman said last night that his stock 
was valued at $250,C00, and is insured for nearly 
$200,000. The loss on the stock would be at least 
$150,000. The second floor, part of the third 
floor, and the whoie of the fifth were occupied 
by William Knowlton & Sons, dealers in 
straw goods. They oarried a stock valued 
at between $50,000 and $75,000, and their loss is es- 
timated at $30,000. A portion of the third and 
fourth flours was occupied by Alexander Gold- 
berg. clothing manufacturer, whose stock was 
badly damaged by fire and water. His 
loss is estimated at $30,000. Sodekson 
Brothers, manufacturers of pantaloons, occupied a 
portion of the fourth floor, and their loss is esti- 
mated at $10,000. The northern haif of the struc- 
ture was occupied by two firms. The first 


floor, basement, and sub-cellar are  ocru- 
pied by Deuzer, Stern & Co.,  whole- 
sale hat-dealers, whose stock was badly 


damaged by water and smoke. The !oss of this 
firm is estimated at $45,000. The entire upper 
portion of the building js occupied by D. L. New- 
borg & Brothers. One of the. firm said 
last night that they carried a _ stock 
valued at $250,000 to $300,000, and 
their loss would be probably $100,000. The south- 
ern half of the building belongs to the estate of the 
late Benjamin F. Beekman, and the northern half 
to the Peter Gilsey estate. Each building is 37 
feet 6 inches wide and 200 feet deep. The damace 
to the buildings is estima ed at $25,000, thus mak- 
ing the total loss, as estimated last night, $390,000.

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KEMLO’S GHASTLY CRIME 


—— 
WIFE-MURDER AND SUICIDE BY 
AN INSANE MINISTER 
HE CUTS HIS WIFE'S THROAT AND HIS 
OWN AND JUMPS OUT OF A FOURTH- 

STORY WINDOW TO THE 8STREZT. 

A large crowd gathered in front of the 
Atlantic State Bank, at No. 49 Fulton-street, 
Brooklyn, about 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, and many shouted “ Fire’ and pointed 
to the roof. The noise startled Mr. Edward 
Kellum, one of the book-keepers of the 
bank, who dropped his books and ran up stairs 
by a back way. Atthetop or fourth floor of the 
building are the apartments of Gideon Kemlo, a 
compositor on the Evening Post, who, with 
his wife has occupied them for thé past 12 or 14 
years. Mr. Kellum soon reached the door opening 
to these apartments and knocked. There was no 
Tesponse. “Then,” said Mr. Kellum, jast evening, 
“knowing the value of every minute in case of 
fire, lopened the door.” As he opened ithe saw 
facing him Mr. Kemlo’s son, the Rev. James Kem- 
lo, in the very act of drawing a large knife across 
his throat. “I saw,” continued Mr. Kellem “tne 
blood spurting out as he moved the knife, and 
I closed the door and hurried down for an 
officer. I stood upon the steps of the bank build- 


ing, and shouted fora policeman, who was on his 
way over, when suddenly the body of Kémlo came 
crashing down. itstruck the sidewalk near the 
curb with a horrible sound.” 

Mr. Thomas Hudson, who resides withina few 
doors of the bank, and Officer Tarner, of the Second 
Precinct, ran toward the body. Kemio was groaning 
loudly and bleeding from a gash iu his throat. Just 
then a& woman came rushing out of the 
bank building shouting that a murder had 
been committed. A policeman and some 
citizens ran to the top floor. Pushing o 
the door of the Kemios’ apartments, an appalling 
sight was presented. James Kemio’s wife was 
tying on tbe floor with her feet toward the 


door. Her throat had been cut almost from 
ear to ear, and there were terrible euts 
on her hands and arms. Everything in 


the room was covered with blood. There was 
evidence everywhere of the desperate strug- 
gie between the madman and his wife. The 
aoor, walls, tables, and chairs bore marks of 


blood-stained hands. There, was blood on 
the bed, on the tabile-cloth. on the din- . 
ner things, and even on the stove. The 


half-eopened window, through which Kemio had 
climbed out on the sill before he jumped, bore the 
marks of his blood-stained fingers. Near the stove 
and covered with blood was a large carving-knife. 
Mrs. Kemlo was alive when the police entered the 
room, but died within a few seconds. Her hus- 
vand was taken tothe Long Island College Hos- 
a. where he died about an hour ang a half 
ater, 

Mr. and Mrs. Gideon Kemlo had four children, 
all grown upand living away from their parents. 
The oldest, James, was graduated from Rutgers 
College in 1875, and from the Brunswick Theologi- 
ca! Seminary in 1878. He was licensed to preach 
by the Classis of New-Brunswick. Sodn‘after this 
he married Miss Jennie Voorhis, of New-Bruns- 
wick, and became Pastor of the Dutch Reformed 
church at Montville, near Boonton, Morris 
County, N. J. Tnis work was aeceptable 
at first, but reeently he became unfitted 
for the duties of his position. He was a victim of 
malaria. and the disease not only rendered him 
physically weak but affected his mind as 
well. He became despondent, and often 
theatened when in such a mood to put 
an end to his troubles by self-destruction. 
It is stated that it became known that he had 
abused his wife in a most outrageous manner, 
knocking her down, it is said, and beating her. 
When the fact came to the ears of the chur: h con- 
sistory it was decided to exclude him from 
the pulpit, and on going to the church one Sunday 
morning he found the doors locked against him. 
He weut to Newark about five weeks ago for his 
bealth, and lived with his wife and two young 
children and two of his aunts in a little cot- 
tage at Waverly-place and Spruce-street. He is 
reported to have lived amicably with his wife 
while there, but his despondency continued. He 
talked of going to Europe to regain his health. and 
actually drew the money from a New-York 
to pay the passage of himself and family. He 
made, however, no other preparation for the voy- 
age as far as can be ascertained. 

A few days ago bis wife brought him over to see 
his. motber, with the purpose of leaving him in 
Brooklyn forasbort time, intbe hope that the 
change might restore him to some extent, but he 
returned home every night to Newark. On Mon- 
day nicht Mr: Kemlowwas very restiess and nerv- 
ous. He arose from bed several times and 
walked about the room eas if be were trying 
to ‘control an excitement that every mo- 
ment thréatened to gain the mastery. Yes- 
terday morning he appeared to be calmer, and 
with his wife again visitea Brooklyn. In the after- 
noon Mrs. Kemlo made preparations to return 10 
her children in Newark, intending to leave her 
husband with his mother and father. A 
few minutes before 1 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon,. old Mrs. Kemlo took a basket 
and went out tv purchase a _ beefsteak 
for ber son’s dinner. Before going she had, with 
the aid of the vounger Mrs. Kemlo, set the table. 
On her Way down stairs the old lady stepped into 
the apartments of Mr. and. Mrs. Trottman, on tee 
floor below, and told them of her errand. She 
talked in a garrulous way, saying *‘Jim,”’ meaning 
her son, of whom she is very proud, was better, 
and that be would be all right in a fewdays. Mrs. 
Kemlo bad been gone only ua rew minutes when the 
Trottmans heard the sound of a struggle on the 
floor above, and presently a succession of piercing 
shrieks rang out through the house. Then thy 
shrieking and the struggling suddenly ceased... Mr. 
Trottman ran up stairs, but Mr. Kellum had al- 
ready preceded him, 

By the time that the elder Mrs. Kemlo had re- 
turned to the house an ambulance had arrived 
and her son was being lifted into it. She was toid 
that be had jumped out of the window. but that he 
would recover. The fact of the murder was at 
fi st concealed from her. The first intelligence, 
however, seemed tq unbalance her mind. She 
said it was ali for the best, because 
the Savior had suffered nine months on the 
cross. Nocoberent statement could be obtained 
from her. With facts concerning the recent life 
of her son and his mental troubles she mingled 
Scriptura] quotations without any appropriateness 
to the subject. Mrs. Kemlois nearly 70 years of 
age, and tie fact that she wasina dazed condi- 
tion and that she could not speak coherently 
caused no surprise. . 

That the murder and suicide were directly the 
result of a paroxysm of insanity does not seem to 
admit of adoubt. Kemlo was 38 years of age, and 


his wife was a few years younger. They 
had two children, one of whom is now 
246 years old, and the other 7 months. 


Apparenily it was a very happy marriace. and until 
Mr. Kemlo’s mind became affected he had never 
given his wife any cause for uneasiness. He 
Was a native cf Scotland, but came to this country 
atavery early age with his parents.» He had al- 
ways showed a leaning for religioua ijife. Since 
Mr. Kemio left his charge he and his wife and two 
children have been living at Thirteenth-avenue 
and Waverly-place, Newark, N. J. One of his sis- 
ters, Mrs. Lou'se Clarke, is an operatic singer and 
is now traveling with a company in the West, 

Coroner Keller has taken charge of the case and 
will hold the inquest at an early day. Mrs. 
Clarke and two other sisters of Kemio, who reside 
in Newark. were telegraphed for iast evening to 
come to Brooklyn. It is feared that old Mrs. 
Kemlo will not recover from the shock caused by 
the murder and suicide.

CATTLE KILLED BY TiCRS. : 

NASHVILLE; Sept. 18.—For some time cattle 
in Davidson County have been dying in large num- 
bers from an unknown cause, and it was thought 
that they were victims of murrain. An eX- 
pert, who examined a large number of 
cattle to-day, corrects this impression, say- 
ing that the animals have been poisoned 
by a foreign breed of ticks. The ticks are fright- 
ful-looking insects, and were probably introduced 
into Tepnessee by Southern cattle that were 
brought here to graze. Sometimes cattle will shed 
the ticks without evil result, but in most cases 
death soon follows.

PROJECTING A ROAD FROM NORFOLK TO 
GOLDSEORO IN ORDER TO CONTROL 
FREIGHT TO THE FORMER CITY. 

Razies, N. C., Sept. 18.—The Seney ryn- 
ficate, which now controls the Richmond and 

Danville systemjof railways, is endeavoring to se- 

cure a direct line to Norfolk for the freight which 

has heretofore gone to Norfolk over the Norfolk 
and Western Railroad from Knoxville by vir- 
tue of the conneetion with the East Tennessee, 

Virginia and Georgia Railroad at that place. 

The plan is to build a road from Norfolk to Golds- 

boro, in this State, at which place the line of the 

Richmond and Danville system ends, and thus se- 

cure the carrying of all freight put on any of its 

lines for Norfolk entirely over its own lines. It is 
nnderstood that the business men of Norfolk alone 


have $250,000 to the enterprise. A 
very ree ster was ted by the Legislature 
of this State in 1872 for the pu of building this 
road. A Mr. Owens, of New-York City, is ai- 
dent, and Col, SF ag og td of Seer, 
the moying spir e has m working a 3 
pend fori years, and now thinks the road will 
vy jit in a very short time. A year ago the 
Richmond and Danville people made a strong 
to buy a majority of the stock of the Sea- 
and Roanoke Railroad and failed. It is as- 
serted here that this spurt of the Rich-

fel!, so that the Richmond and Danville owners 
may thus obtain contro! of the line from Norfolk 
to ‘Raleigh, which would do away with the neces- 
sity of building a road to Goldsboro, as connection 
would then be at Raleigh.

DISLIKING QUARTERLY REPORTS. 
WO COMMISSIONERS HEAR ARGUMENTS AT 
THE GRAND CENTRAL STATION. 

Messrs. Kernan and Rogers, of the State 
Railroad Commisaion, sat in the office of the First 
Vice-President of the New-York Central Railroad 
yesterday to hear arguments of representatives of 
the New-York Central and Erie Railroads against 
the resolution requiring quarterly statements from 
the railroads.

Depew, Third Vice-President H. J. Hayden, and 
Treasurer Charlies C. Clarke, of the New-York Cen- 
tral, and George R. Bianchard, First Vice-Presi- 
- sey and Stephen Little, General;Auditor, of the 


Mr. Depew said thatas the report for the first 
quarter world be made at the same time as the 
annual report, one shoula be done away with. 
Mr. Blanchard said the lease of the New-York, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio to the Erie was drawn in 
such a way that it was necessary to get accounts 
of tickets sold and freight receipts from connecting 
roads before reports could be made up. Some of 
these were not received for three months. The re- 
port to tne President of the Erie for June was notin 
yet. Quarterly statements could be given if time 
was allowed. But if the Commissioners insisted 
onhaving themonthe assignea dates estimates 
would have to be made, which would rob the re- 
ports of their value. Mr. Rogers said affidavits 
were required because otherwise an _ oppor- 
tunity would be offered for elastic esti- 
mates. Mr. Kernan asked what modifications 
in the form of report were asked. Mr. Clarke 
meee the removal of the affidavit for one, and 
said an inventory for each report would make 
necessary a great deal of labor. Mr. Rogers said 
no inventory beyond the annual one would be 
needed, as the road must keep an aceount of coal, 
oil, and other changeable supplies. Mr. Rogers 
inquired if the ebjections Mr. Blaachard made 
Were not pecullar to his road on aécount of the 
terms of the lease of the New-York, Pennsylvania 
and Ohio. Mr. Blanchard said they were as re- 
garded the lease, which was different from 
any other, and was so drawn to be unassail- 
able and clearly equitable. Mr. Depew ssid 
it would not be possible to make the quarterly re- 

rts so accurate as to furnish a perfect record. 

here were quarters when the road would 
fall behind, and others when they would 
run ahead.

THE BROKEN OANADIAN BANK. 


EXCITEMENT IN MONTREAL SUBSIDING— 
SMALL EFFECT ON 8TOCKS. 

MOontTREAL, Sept. 18.—The excitement rela- 
tive to the unfortunate turn the affairs of the Ex- 
change Bank have taken is subsiding. The reassur- 
ing evidence of the bank managers has assisted 
largely in this direction. The bank is paying specie 
for its circujation in small amounts, and many 
holders of larger amounts manage to get their 


money paid by sending persons of unpretentious 
appearance in wita “tens” and “twenties” to 
get them changed. One source of trouble ex- 
pected is on the part of the bank's customers, 
who have. been receiving a heavy discount 
all aleng from the bank. These men are now seek- 
ing to put their custom in the hands of other bank- 
ers. The latter scrutinize very closely the pa- 
per they are asked to discount; all the more 
critieally since it comes to them from the bank in 
difficulties. Not much attention is paid on the 
street to-day to the suspension of the bank. The 
effect so far on the stock market has been 
small. The general epinion among the brokers is 
that the immediate eftect had been discounted, 
and that a further effeet wili be felt later on, 
when, in forcing the payment of notes, small fail- 
ures or business troubles are caused. 

A considerable amount of notes due to-day was 
promptly met by customers. The Vice-President 
of the bank said he believed the bills would all be 
redeemed in 10 days, and that then the payment 
of deposits woula commence. There is a general 
feeling of relief on the partof the other banks 
that the Exchange has sucoumbed, as it has 
not been doing, they allege. a legitimate bank- 
in business for some time past, Small 
failures are expected as a result of the suspension, 
but nothing to affect trade or commerce toany ap- 
preciable extent.

WORK OF 7HE VISITING PHYSICIANS. 
Sanitary Superintendent Day presented to 
the Board of Health yesterday a summary of the 


work performed by the Summer corps of visiting 


physicians. During their term of five weeks’ 
service they visited 43,915 houses, containing 
198,982 families; prescribed for 6,601 patients, and 
distributed 24,641 circulars and 5,195 tickets for 
the excursions of the Floating Hospital of St. 
John’s Guild. Of the patients treated 3,964 suf- 
fered from diarrheal diseases, 986 from diseases 
of the respiratory organs, 285 from contagious 
and 2,086 from miscellaneous diseases. Twenty- 
eight of the patients died, 10 of them from cholera 
infantum, 5 from diarrhea and dysentery, 2 from 
gastro-enteritis, 2 from diphtheria, 1 from scariet 
fever, 5 from measles, 2 from pulmonary consump- 
tion, and 1 from marasmus. The special disinfect- 
ing corps in charge of Sanitary Inspeetor Liver- 
more during the period of their employment from 
July 9to Sept. 15 disinfected 41,008 closets, 9,915 
yards, 7,212 cellars, 9,932 garbage receptacles, and 
801% miles of street gutters.

A BOILER OF MANY PATCHES,

AFFAIRS IN GUAYMAS—MORE CASES AT 
PENSACOLA. 

GuayMas, Mexico, Sept. 18.—A copious 
rain fell here last night, clearing the atmosphere 
and bringing the thermometer down to &°. The 
peovle look upon it as the greatest blessing 
that could have happened, as it will prevent 
the spread of the yellow fever. Eighty 
deaths were reported to-day. The Prefect 


of tlernandez has issued orders that no bodies 
shall be buried unti] pronounced dead by the phy- 
sicians, after which they are to be retained in the 
dead-house three hours before interment. 

Quite a number of Americans and other foreign- 
ers have died, but at present it is impossible to 
learn theirnames.

Advices from Hermosillo state that yellow fever 
is still raging badly at that point. 


San Francisco, Sept. 18,—H. Bernhardt, a 
merchant of Guaymas, has arrived in this city. He 
says the causes of the disease will be dissipated 
with the first. rains. The fever appears 
there every Summer, and no one feared it. 
The; violence of the fever sthis year is owing to 
the want of rain. The physloians increased the 
evil by declaring the disease yellow fever. This 
ereated such a scare that the people Jaid 
dewn and died like sheep, and from that 
moment the only business done was a lively trade 
in coffins. The most of those who died were of 
the poorer classes, who were unable, owing to the 
scarcity of food, to obtain proper nourishment. 
Many of the sufferers arank cold liquors, which 
induced congestion of the brain and almest imme- 
diate death.

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DAKOTA’S CONSTITUTION. 
TERMS OF THE DOCUMENT AS FINALLY 
ADOPTED AT SIOUX FALLS. 

Sroux Faxis, Dakota, Sept. 18.—The last 
clause of the Constitution of the proposed 
new State of Wakota was passed upon 
this afternoon. The convention then ad- 
journed, leaving the final arrangement 
of the documents in the hands of a committee. 
The Constitution is a carefully constructed 
paper, and very stringent safeguards are thrown 


out against monopolies, banking and railroads 
being especially considered to-day, and the con- 
vention defeating anamepdment to the article on 
corporations assessing railroad property upon its 
gross earnings. Ten thousand copies in Enelish 
and 1,000 each in German and Seandinayian will be 
printed for distribution among the people of Seuth- 
ern Dakota. The census plan, which employed 
chief enumerators with assistants, was stricken 
out, and the manner of obtaining the number of 
the population § will a volunteer 
eorps nm the school districts without cost 
to the State. The question of  aala- 
ries to be allowed State officers was decided 
The Governor is to receive $2,000, the Treasurer, 
Auditor, and Atterney-General $1,000 each, and the 
Secretary and Superintendent of Public Instruetion 
$1,500 each. The Legisiature will fix the other 
salaries. The State Committee will be composed 
of one delegate from each county as selected 
by the convention, there being a belief that 
there was considerable feeling against eleeting 
State officers. A provision was adopted that will 
console the Prohibitionists, it being agreed to sub- 
mit to a popular yote any measures upon the 
petition of 5,000 legal voters, and upon a 
majerity vote the measure shai! then beceme a 
part Of the State Constitution. The utmost good 
feeling prevails among the delegates, who are well 
satisfied with the work done. 
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THE BICYCLE TOURNAMENT. 
EXCITING CONTESTS IN SPRINGFIELD—THE 
RECORD BEATEN. 

SPRINGFIELD, Sept. 18.—About 6,000 people 
witnessed the bicycle races in Hampden Park to- 
day, and most of the contests were excit- 
ing.

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THIRTY-FOUR YEARS IN THE PULPIT. 

The Rev. Elbert 8, Porter, D. D., Pastor of 
the Retormed Church, Bedford-avenue, Brooklyn, 
for nearly 34 years, tendered his resignation to the 
Consistory of the ehurch on Monday and it was ac- 
cepted yesterday, with expressions on the part of 


the Committee of the Consistory of sincere regret.

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FINED FOR BAKING BREAD ON SUNDAY. 

Section 268 of the Penal Code prohibits all 
labor on Sunday, excepting works of necessity or 
charity. In works of neoessity or charity is in- 
cluded whatever is needful during the day for the 


good order, health, or comfort of the community. 
Under this section the Bakers’ Progressive Labor 
Association, through their counsel, applied for 
and received a warrant for the arrest of John 
Kearns, employed by James Coleman, a baker at 
No. 398 Third-ayenue, for having on Sunday. the 
27th of May last, been employed in baking bread. 
The point brought out by the eounsel for the asso- 
ciation was that the baking of bread on Sunday 
Was not necessary for either the good order, 
health, or comfort of the community, and was 
therefore contrary to the Code. Bread baked on 
the Friday or Saturday previous to the Sunday 
was, counsel said, even better on the Sunday, 
from a hygienic point of view, than on the day it 
was baked. The court found Kearns guilty, and 
as it was atest case only, imposed the nominal fine 
of $1, which was paid.

AFTER TWO YEARS. 


The murder of President GARFIELD came 
like a flash of lightning upon the political 
system of the United States. The whole 
country recognized it as a violent and ex- 
traordinary, but intimately logical, conse- 
quence of the prevalence of the spoils sys- 
tem. Happily free as the Union has always 
been, and never more so than it was at that mo- 
ment, from any factional feeling that threat- 
ened the existence of the Government, such 
as in several European countries assails ac- 
tual institutions, it was nevertheless plain 
that there had grown up a great political 
abuse without which the assassination of 
the President never would have been possi- 
ble. Thatabuse was the dispensing of the 
offices of the civil service as the patronage 
of parties or of political leaders. No one 
supposed for a moment that every office- 
seeker was a possible assassin; butevery one 
saw that the passions which, in the assas- 
sin’s disordered mind, led to murder were 
precisely those with which the spoils system 
animates thousands of minds, and which, 
on the one hand, have given to political 
strife in the United States a bitterness, sor- 
didness, and meanness foreign to the politi- 
cal function among a free and intelligent 
people, and which, on the other hand, have 
signally defeated the efforts of good citizens 
to take their fair share in public affairs. 

The promptness and completeness with 
which the American people drew this lesson 
from the terrible event showed how strong 
was the feeling in regard to the evil, which 
had been so vividly and tragically illustrat- 
ed. ‘There had been for several years ef- 
forts on the part of a portion of the press 
and of a number of earnest students 
of our public life to give some prac- 
tical effect to this feeling, but 
they had failed because the struggle 
to which the people were invited seemed 
hopeless. Under the impulse of the horror 
and indignation aroused by the President’s 
murder, the situation was greatly chanced. 
One of the first important acts of Gen. Gar- 
FIELD’s successor was to sign a bill which, 
for a considerable part of the public 
service of the Federal Government, abol- 
ished patronage and substituted impar- 
tial tests of fitmess for the favoritism 
which had previously determined admission 
to that service. The law was wrested from 
a hostile Congress, and the President him- 
self had been a life-long participant in the 
old system. Neither its passage nor its 
signature would have been possible had not 

public sentiment, s0 strong, deep, and de- 
termined as to be irresistible, demanded it. 
Following the example of the national 
Government, the State of New-York has 
provided for a system even more thorough 
in its civil service, and for its gradual 
extension to the municipal service 
where the spoils system has _ been 
even more conspicuously and shamefully 
intrenched. Nor was this the most 
remarkable demonstration of the reform 
system. The independent movement in Penn- 
sylvania and the crushing defeat of the ma- 
chine nomination in New-York last year 
showed that a very large body of citizens in 
those States had decided that they would 
resist the spoils system at every point, and 
that if political leaders chose to adhere to the 
methods of which it was the basis they 
should be punished where the blow would 
hurt them worst, at the polls. 

These facts have their significance, which 
political managers must recognize or take 
the consequences. The reform sentiment is 
not only as strong to-day as it was under 
the impulse given to it by the work of the 
wild devotee of the spoils system, but it is 
stronger, because it 1s more intelligent and 
more hopeful. The independent voters not 
only desire the destruction of the spoils sys- 
tem as ardently as then, but they know 


year by making candidates for Congress 
and others define their position with refer- 
ence to reform, and in many instances this 
policy determined the result of the elections. 
They continued by turning over the two 
great States of Pennsylvania and New- York 
to the Democracy as a plain warning to the 
majority party that nothing tainted with the 
spoils system could have their votes. They 
will continue the same policy with the vigor 
and aggressiveness aroused: by their suc- 
cesses, and they are prepared to go into the 
campaign for the Presidency on these terms. 
These voters are not all Republicans, but 
the great majority are of the class from 
whom the Republican Party, when it has 
done best, has drawn its strength. Their 
principles,‘their actual achievements, their 
intentions, and their value next year are 
matters which may properly be studied by 
politicians everywhere, and nowhere so 
profitably as at Richfield Springs and the 
White House.

THE NEW-JERSEY REPUBLICANS. 


The Republicans of New-Jersey are.evi- 
dently determined to do their best to redeem 
that State from Democratic control. The 
convention yesterday promptly set aside all 
the candidates who had been rivals for the 
nomination and whose conflicting claims 
were likely to cause a division of feel- 
ing, and named Judge Jonatnan Drxon 
for the office of Governor. He had scarce- 
ly been thought of as a candidate until the 
day before, but his fitness was instantly rec- 
ognized, the only question being whether he 
would accept. As he did not positively 
refuse in advance, he was nominated 
on the first ballot, the vote being 
declared unanimous before its an- 
nouncement, on the motion of the leading 
supporter of Mr. Hriu, who had been the 
chief aspirant for the place. This nomina- 
tion gives the Republicans a good “fighting 
chance’’ for the defeat of Mr. Annert, 
who, notwithstanding his assailable record, 
is probably the strongest candidate the Dem- 
ocrats could have named. . 


If the Republicans have the advantage in 
the character and record of the respective 
candidates, they have an almost infinite su- 
periority in the platforms on which they 
have been placed. As was to be ex- 
pected, they have declared in favor of 
a distinctively protective tariff, which is 
far better than the mixture of evasion and 
inconsistency with which the Democrats 
last week treated that question. They have 
boldly and wisely joined a direct issue 
With their opponents on civil service 
reform. On this issue alone they 
ought to win. They have also taken 
their position unequivocally in favor 
of putting upon railroad corporations their 
full share of State taxation and restraining 
their monopolizing tendencies. The posi- 
tion which they have taken in regard to 
State questions ought to be popular and 
will probably prove so. Their chief diffi- 
culty is to be found in the fact that New- 
Jersey is and for some time has been a 
Democratic State, and possession is a great 
advantage; but by a judicious and vigorous 
canvass the Republicans have an excellent 
chance of redeeming it. 


THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


Is it, or is it not, possible for the honest 
and decent people of this City to elect an 
honest and decent Board of Aldermen? 
Under our present charter the board 
has important functions. It can do 
much for good or evil. It can ob- 
struct or give effect to the administrative 
intentions of a good Mayor; it can corrupt 
a weak Mayor by forcing him to “‘ trade,” 
or it can guide and support him ir a credit- 
able discharge of his duties; while with a 
bad Mayor the Board of Aldermen is either 
the City’s protector or an accompitice in its 
robbery. Powers like these ought not to be 
intrusted to Tammany rum-seilers. 

It is worth while for good citizens of all 
parties to ask themselves whether an effort 
to elect an honest Board of Aldermen ought 
not to be made this year. It will take hard 
work to beat Tammany and its allies. They 
will make a stubborn fight, for the control 
of the board next year will give them 
the power to veto, if not to dictate, the 
Mayor’s nominations for Controller, Com- 
missioner of Public Works, and Corpora- 
tion Counsel. 

But we believe they can be beaten. If 
the voters opposed to Tammany are properly 
marshaled and directed there is no question 
about it. This isa good year to try the ex- 
periment. 





THE iCH-BOUND OBSERVERS. 

The orders recently sent to the commander 
of the Powhatan indicated that the authori- 
ties in Washington had not decided whether 
or not they would send an expedition to the 
arctic regions this Fall, but another confer- 
ence was held yesterday, at which the conclu- 
sion was reached that nothing can be done for 
Lieut. GREELY and his companions until the 
next warm season. Even if a vessel should 
reach Upernavik, no further progress could 
be made, for Dr. BrssELts shows that it 
would be impossible to make a journey by 
sledge northward from that place. The 
miserable Esquimaux who live beyond Cape 
York have never been able to cross the 
glaciers that lie between them and the 
Danish settlements. It is difficult, there- 
fore, to see what good could be accom- 
plished by any expedition going northward 
before next Summer. If GARLINGTON’s 
party or the Yantic had remained in Smith 
Sound for a few weeks they might have 
been overtaken by Lieut. GreeELy, but the 
concurrent testimony of many persons ac- 
quainted with the history of arctic explor- 
ing expeditions seems to prove that now the 
observers must rely wholly upon their own 
exertions. 

Lieut. GREELY was not required to re- 
main at the station until Sept. 1, and it is 
the opinion of Mr. Gzornaz KENNAN, @ care- 
ful student of the history of arctic explora- 
tion, who has had experience beyond the 
arctic circle, that he began his southward 
journey as early asthe last week in July. 
That it is impossible to cover the three 
hundred miles between the station and the 
head of Smith Sound with sledges in Sep- 
tember is proved by the history of the Brit- 
ish arctic expedition of 1875. The Alert 
and the Discovery were lying only sixty miles 
apart in Lady Franklin Bay in September of 
that year, but every attempt to communicate 


how to accomplish it. They began last. 





with each other by means of sledge parties 
was unsuccessful, for not one of the sledge 
parties sent out was able to get more than 
nine miles away from its ship. Lieut. 
GREELY undoubtedly knew that he could 
not make his way southward after Sept. 1, 
und therefore it is said that he probably 
started at an earlier date in boats. If he did 
so, and has succeeded in reaching Cape 
Sabine and Littleton Island, he has there 
found a small supply of provisions and has 
learned of the destruction of the Proteus and 
the departure of the Garlington party. 

Assuming that he has reached or will 
reach those points, how can he pass the icy 
wastes that lie between Cape Sabine and the 
Esquimau settlement? Ifit be true that 
in the Autumn the passage from that settle- 
ment to Upernavik cannot be made, he can- 
not hope to come further southward before 
next Summer. Even if he and his compan- 
ions are now living and in fair health, it is 
plain that they are in a very dangerous sit- 
uation, from which nothing but great skill, 
remarkable endurance, and rare good for- 
tune can extricate them. 





THE COREAN EMBASSY. 


The arrival in New-York of an ernbassy 
from Corea is a startling novelty, familiar as 
we are with proofs how small the world 
has become, and what near neighbors antip- 
odeans have been made by steam and the 
telegraph. But really the only thing sup- 
posed for some generations to be known about 
the Coreans has been that they were dis- 
posed to keep themselves to themselves and 
to resent the advances of foreigners, and it 
now turns out that that supposed fact is a 
mere delusion. The same delusion had 
been cherished about Japan ever since Ja- 
pan was known to Europe, and it has been 
completely exploded since the visit of 
Commodore Perry 8 quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. Instead of being backward, the 
Japanese have been much too forward in 
adopting off-hand and in the lump the insti- 
tutions to which Western Europe and Amer- 
ica had grown up by a slow and long evolu- 
tion; and instead of inquiring what was 
really suitable for them, they have indiscrim- 
inately welcomed not only the steam engine 
and the rifled cannon but the national debt 
and the stovepipe hat. 

It now appears that the isolation of the 
Coreans has been very much like the isola- 
tion of the Japanese. They inhabit a coun- 
try which is neither accessible nor inviting; 
they are too poor to travel or to buy any- 
thing, and they have very little to sell. 
But that they have no repugnance to 
knowing whatever is to be found out 
about other nations the present embassy, 
the motive of which seems to be almost 
purely one of curiosity, is a sufficient evi- 
dence; while it is flattering to our country 
to be assured that the gifts and graces of 
the American Minister who visited Corea 
last year have inspired in the Corean mind 
a curiosity to know whether all his country- 
men were like him. 


The little that is known about Corea, like 
the fuller knowledge that we have of Japan, 
tends to increase our wonder at the strength 
and vitality of Chinese civilization. The 
political tie of a feudal suzerainty between 
Corea and China is little more than nominal, 
while the political independence of Japan is 
complete. Yet both countries are intellectu- 
ally little more than Chinese colonies; the 
culture of both is as exclusively Chinese 
as the culture of Russia a generation 
ago was exclusively French. Buppua and 
ConFrucius, whose doctrines have reached 
both Japan and Corea through China, are 
the founders of all that thereis of civiliza- 
tion in either. It may well be doubted 
whether the institutions of the Roman Em- 
pire itself ever spread themselves so widely 
or were found practicable by so many mil- 
lions of human beings through so longa 
succession of generations as the institutions 
of China. And it may well be doubted 
also whether the sudden abandonment 
of those institutions for the institutions of | 
the Western world, inevitable though the 
immense economies of our material civiliza- 
tion may have made it, is a change upon 
which an enlightened Japanese can look 
round, or to which an enlightened Corean 
can look forward, with unmixed compla- 
cency as a voucher of greater happiness to 
his people. 


PAHILOSOPH1C DIET. 

The theory of evolution has the vast ad- 
vantage that it can be applied not merely to 
explain the origin of man but to teach us 
in what way we should live. Thus a re- 
cent scientific person deduced from the 
principles of evolution a philosophy of diet. 
He showed that all living beings thrive best 
when feeding on that which is immediately 
below them in the scale of development, and 
that food is difficult of assimilation for man 
in proportion to its distance below him in 
the same scale. In accordance with this 
theory we find that the earth feeds on gases; 
that fruits and cereals feed on the earth; 
that the lower animals feed on fruits and 
cereals and on other animals. Man should 
therefore feed chiefly upon the lower ani- 
mals, and should, if possible, confine himself 
to the aninrals nearest to him in the scale 
of development. The anthropoid ape is 
probably the best sort of food that is at pres- | 
ent attainable, but there can be no doubt | 
that were civilized man to eat a lower type 
of man the former would attain the highest 
possible physical development. The canni- 
bal races are confessedly the strongest and 
healthiest of savages. Hitherto most trav- 
elers have imagined that the fact that cer- 
tain savages are strong and fierce predis- 
poses them to cannibalism, but they have 
evidently confounded cause and effect. It 
was because the Caribs were cannibals, ac- | 
customed to a scientific diet, that they were 
the terror of the Spaniards, and the physi- 
cal strength of the Fijians, the Fans, and 
the Battas is due to their cannibalism. 

If we wish to eat in a truly scientific way | 
we must, in accordance with the sacred 
teachings of evolution, become cannibals 
and feed upon men who are a little below | 
us in the scale of development. The French- | 
man who adopts this view will, of course, 
fatten himself on large Germans, and the 
Englishman will reduce the surplus popu- 
lation of India by bringing it to the oven 
and the spit. The Irish landlords will solve 
the Irish problem by eating their tenants, 
and the tables of the whole civilized world 
will groan under the weight of cheap China- | 
men, imported on ice, or canned Africans | 


se 


Us 
will chuckle with delight over the reduc- 
tion of population which cannibalism will 
cause, and the civilized races will improve 
physically, not merely because they eat 
scientifically, but because they will natu- 
rally devour all weak and imperfect chil- 
dren and thus secure the survival of the 
fittest only. 

It does not appear to have occurred to the 
author of this ingenious philosophy of diet 
that thé splendid physical condition of the 
missionary-fed Fijian involves the assump- 
tion that the missionary is lower in the scale 
of development than is the Fijian. If this 
is true, the missionary is the proper dict’ fer 
the Fijian, but if it is not true, then the mis- 
sionary should eat the Fijian. It would be 
well were the iatter practice to be adopted 
for a short time merely as an experiment. 
It might result in greatly improving the 
physical condition of missionaries, and 
would make them, in a measure, self sup- 


porting.

The Treasury Department has decided that 
the American cobblestone must be protected. 
It cannot be, however, that cobblestones are re- 
garded as the product of an infant industry, or 
that perfect cobblestones represent the results of 
American lapor, but it is true, nevertheless, 
that a duty has been imposed upon 
them by those who Officially interpret 
the tariff law enacted in March last. The 
Chicago Collector of Customs assessed duty at the 
rate of $1 per ton on a load of cobblestones 
brought to the port of Chicago by R. J. Mc- 
Kronz on Aug. 9 in a schooner, classifying 
them under the provision relating to ‘‘stones, 
unmanufactured or undressed freestone, gran- 
ite, sandstone, and all building or monu- 
mental stone.” Mr. McKronz was surprised, 
and. he appealed to the Treasury Department. 
Acting Secretary Frencn rules that cobblestones 
are neither building stone nor monumental stone, 
and that the provision cited does not apply to 
them; but he holds that Mr. McKxronre must 
pay duty at the rate of 10 per cent. ad 
valorem on the ground that the stones are 
articles ‘‘raw or uomanufactured, not otherwise 
provided for.” Mr. McKeronr will probably go 
hereafter to the domestic manufacturer or pro- 
ducer of cobblestones, snd take no more of them 
from the Canadian shore of Lake Michigan, where 
be found those with which he loaded his schooner.

THE POLICY A WISE ONE. 
From the Evening Fost. 

The reduction in price of THz Dariy Tres 
from 4 cents to 2 cents per copy is the first deciaed 
symptom in American journalism of a movement 
which had its beginning in the penny press of Lon- 
don a dozen years ago. It is this which gives the 
step its real significance. It is this,and not the 
isolated action of one nowspaper, however im- 
portant, that makes the rolicy adopted by Tuz 
TIMES an exceedingly grave one, not only to New- 
York publishers, but to those of all other Ameriean 
cities. *‘ What are we to do?” becomes an agitat- 
ing question in every newspaper counting-room in 
the country. ‘The answerin most cases will be to 
wait and see what effect is produced by this 
sudden and rather unexpected change in the 
newspaper situation—for although some change 
was looked for on the part of the highest- 
priced journals, so great a change was not 
lookea for or believed to be possible in any eatab- 
lishment which desired to maintain a credit bal- 
ance in its profit and loss account. One thing is 
quite certain, other publishers will do what they 
are obliged to do. The wisdom of the policy 
adopted by Tue Tres, in a business point of view, 
cannot be bronght in question by any other news- 
paper or number of newspapers. They have only 
to dea! with facts and figures. It is simply a ques- 
tion of competition, to be decided upon the same 
principles as competition in the making of calico 
or pig-iron. Itisapart of the evolation of jour- 
nalism. The course pursued by Tue Tr«es is not 
itself a cause, but a consequence of other causes: 
It remains to be seen what consequences it will in 
its turn produce.

JOHN PAYNE COLLIER. 

John Payne Collier, philologist, bibliog, 
rapher, and commentator on Shakespeare, died 
at London yesterday, at the age: . 94 years. Mr, 
Collier was born in London, Jan. 11, 1789, and was 

| & descendant of the famous Jeremy Collier. He 
was called to the Bar by the Society of the Middle 
Temple while acting as law and parliamentary re- 
porter. His tastes were decidedly literary, how- 
ever, and his critical essayson the Elizabethan 


poets and dramatists, published in Constable's 
Adinburgh Magazine and the Critical Review, calied 
general attention not unly to nimself but to almost 
forgotten writers. To bis efforts was due in great 
part the rescuing from oblivion of the works 
of Marlow, Middleton, Peele, Greene, Websier, 
Nash, and Lodge. One of his earlier works, “The 
Poetical Decameron,” Beer in 1820, was de- 
voted exclusively to object. He privately 
printed,J in 1822, an aliegorical tableau in four 
cantos, called “The Foet’s Pilgrimage.” In his 
edition of “ Dodsley’s Old Plays,” published in 
1825, six dramas of high merit, never introduced in 
any previous edition, were inciuded. and asvpple- 
mentary voinme contained five other reglected 
dramas of the time of. Shakespeare. /rivate 
libraries were opened to him to enable him to par- 
sue his researches and compile his * Bibliographi- 
caland Critical Catalogue.” In Lord Elisemere’s 
collection of manuscripts he mainly obtained the 
material tor his “* New Faets Regarding the Life ot 
Shakespeure,” which publication was followed 
in . 1886 by “New Particulars.” and is 
by ; ne —— a te Coilier’s 
° akespeare,”’ published ix 
1842-4, was the result of 20 years’ research. 
Among his other publications were “A Book of 
Roxburgke Ballas,” “ Extracts from the Register 
of the Stationers’ Company of Books Entered for 
Publication 3557-70,” and ' X{.moirs of the Prin- 
cipal Aetors in the Plays of Fhakespeare,”’ pub- 
lished in 1846. Mr. Collier’s .dvocacy of the au- 
taority of marginal notes foand in an early folic 
copy of Shakespeare excited an animated contro- 
versy, but the emendations have heen very exten- 
sively adopted by the later editors of the text.. In 
1866 Mr. Collier began a reprint of the scatierea 
and scarce productions of the early poets and 
pampbleteers, from Lattell, in 1557, to Davison, in 
1602. His last published work was a “ Bibliograph- 
ileal Account of Rare Bogks.”’ published in 3865. 
Mr. Collier was a Vice-President of the Society of 
Antiquaries, and drew a pension of £100 per an- 
num from the civi! list, granted in recognition of 
the services he had rendered to literature.

To the Editor cf the New-York Times: 

Your correspondent cf this morning hints 4 
doubt of the konesty of the plan of re-enrollment, 
cdopted by the Republisan Central Committee last 
eune. | beg ieaveagain to call attention to what 
this plan is. The “new enroliment” is to take 
place “on the three Tuesdays in November, 1883, 
succeeding the election.” (Plan. section1.) The 
plan then provides as follows: (3.) Every Repub 


lican voter or person entitled to vote at the Fal] 
eleotion of 1883 may offer his name for registration 
and shall be entitled to be registered on the fol- 
lowing conditions: (a.) If De voted at the last 
election for Electors of President and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States, he must, if then profess- 
ing to be a Kepublican, have acted with the Re 
publican Party. (0.) If then out of the country, or 
not of age, or not attached to the Republicag 
Party. it will be sufficient that his present general 
intention is to act with the Republican Party at the 
election of 1883. He must state that he will not, 
during this year, attend or take part in the prima- 
ries or caucuses of any other political oiganiza- 
tion. He must verify the statemeats required in 
this sub-division by oath or affirmation. 

Whether this plan is honest or not, it is mani- 
festly absurd and impracticable. A “* person” may 
have voted agsinst the whole Republican ticket 
at the November election in 1383 and yet be enti- 
tiled to be enrolled at this enroliment. In reorgan, 
izing the party in this City it might be expedient to 
let in Republicans who vcted against the Repubili- 
can candidates in 1882, but why should a plan be 
adopted which would let in persons who voted 
against us again this year? Requiring a person 
offering to be enroiled at an earollment held in 
November, 1883, after the November election in 
1883, and when there is not any otker election this 
year, to state under oath ‘that he will not during 
this year attend or take part in tbe primaries or 
caucuses of any otber political organization” is pe- 
culiarly absurd. The pian cannot be amended so 
as to get rid of these difficulties.

unanimous. For Attorney-General, to suc- 
seed the ~ Hon. Charles .

Roberts, formerly member of Congress from the 
Second District. This gives one place on the ticket 
toa Western man. The Eastern Shore is to have 
the third and last place on the ticket—the Controll- 
ership.

NOMINATED FOR CONGRESS. 

Des MornzEs, Iowa, Sept. 18.—The Hon. E. 
fi. Stiles, of Ottumwa, was nominated on the sec- 
ond ballot at Oskaloosa to-day, by the Republicans 
of the Sixth District, as candidate for Congress, to 
fill the vacancy caused by the death of Mr. Cutts. 
Mr. Stiles was born in Hartford County, Conn., 
Oct. 8, 1836. When he was 20 years od he came to 


Wapello County, Iowa, and taught school the first 
Winter. A year later (1557) he was admitted to the 
Bar and became a partner of his preceptor, Sam- 
uel W. Summers, afterward Colonel of the Sev- 
enth Jowa Cavairy. Mr. Stiles was subsequently 
City Solicitor of Ottumwa, ane afterward was em- 
ployed by the county Board of Supervisors as its 
ettorney. In 1863 he was elected to the House of 
Representatives from Wapello County, and the 
bext year to the State Senate, defeating for the 
place Col. Summers, bis former partner. In 1866 he 
was elected reporter of the decisions of the Supreme 
Courtand re-elected in 1870.

PUNISHED FOR STEALING. 


A NOTED DIAMOND THIEF SENT TO PRISON 
FOR FOUR YEARS. 

Rocuester, N. Y., Sept. 18.—Charles B. 
Anderson, alias Charles B. Henderson, alias Charles 
Woodward, alias George Williams, a New-York 
diamond thief, one of the most expert and success- 
full sneak-thieves in the United States, was sen- | 
tenced to-aay to four years in the Monroe County 
Penitentiary for grand larceny. On March 29 he 


entered the jewelry store of J. D. Hawley, in 
Syracuse, and asked to look at some diamonds. 
The goods were shown, and while looking at them 
Williams (that is the prisoner’s real name) ab- 
stracted a diamond solitaire ring, vaimed at $175, 
and substituted for ita paste diamond worth $2. He 
then ca.ne to Rochester, and went to the jewelry 
store of E. B. Booth & Son, where he attempted the 
samegame. After he had abstracted tue diamond 
and substituted the imitation stone, an officer was 
called and Williams was arrested and searched. 
The stolen diamond was found on a table in the 
store and two paste diamond rings also, but;noth- 
ing was found on the prisoner. After he had been 
locked up his baggage was examined, and the offi- 
cers discovered one vaiaable ring and six imitation 
diamends in gold settings. When arrested Wil- 
liams said his name was Charles B. Anderson, and 
when he was arraigned he said his name was Hen- 
derson. On the following Saturday a man giving 
hisname as James W. W. Scott, claiming to bea 
hotel-keeper in New-York, appeared in court and 
offered to go bail in the sum of $1,000, but astwice 
that sum was demanded he returned home and the 
prisoner was locked up. 

The next day Williams was arrested on the 
charge of stealing diamonds at Syracuse, waived 
examination, and was held for the Grand Jury. 
He was duly indicted, convicted, and sentenced. 
He confessed after the sentence that he haa started 
out from New-York forthe purpose of swindling 
jewelers from New-York to Chicago. W. A. Pink- 
erton, of the latter city, has informed the Rochester 
police that Williams is an‘ old-time professional 
thief and burglar. Heis one of the most cowardly 
thieves in the world, although very expert. He 
was convicted in 1879 for stealing, in company with 
threes other men. a sample trunk belonging to 
Henry Freund, of New-York, containing jewelry 
valued at $25,000, and has been convieted several 
othertimes. He is well known in New-York as a 
dangerous thief.

GOV. PATTISON SUSTAINFD.

THE DETECTIVES BLAMED 


asters aelnborins 
ROSE AMBLER’S FATHER HIMSELF 
HUNTING FOR EVIDENCE. 
CAPT, CLARK SADLY CHANGED SINCE HIS 
DAUGHTER'S MURDER—STILL TRYING 
TO CONVICT WILLIAM LEWIS. 


New-Haven, Sept. 18.—Disgusted with the 
slow and fruitless work that is being done by the 
Fairfield ‘County officers and their corps of detect- 
ives, Capt. Nathan Clark, Rose Ambler’s father, 
has himself begun the active pursuit of evidence 
by which to wring his daughbter’s murderer to 
punishment. capt. Clark is blunt of speech 
end capable of deep feeling. The fate of 
his daughter has changed him very much. 
When the news of Rose's murder was broken to 
him on bis fishing-smack !n Bridgeport harbor, and 
he fell unconscious to the deck, he had laughed 
for the last time. His hair within a week has be- 
come deeply mixed with gray. Capt. Clark is re- 
ported by his friends to believe that the work of 


the detectives has been far less thorough and ag- 
gressive than the cause of justice has demanded, 
and that even yet all hope of finding the criminal 
is not over if diligent search is made. 

What theory Capt. Clark holds nobody knows, 
although it has been stated that he gave hearty 
assistance to the detectives who were upenly seek- 
ing to fasten the crime upon William Lewis, Rose's 
lover. It has been one of the generally admitted 
facts in this case that an intimacy existed between 
Lewis and Rose which created considerable gossip 
before she was divorced from Norman Awbler. 
Reports of the relationship reached the ears of 
Capt. Clark, and he forbade Lewis to come to the 
bouse. His daughter's infatuation for the man 
Wasasource of constant annoyance to the Cap- 
tain. who was well aware of Lewis's habits. This 
made a great deal of feeling and did not make 
home happy for Rose. Capt. Clark 18 said not 
to have been unmindfn! of this fact since 
he has been called upon to consider the 
circumstances surrounding his daughter's death. 
Nobody has heard Capt. Clark utter ajoud any sus- 
picion against Lewis. He sleeps little, and has 
tramped again and again over the turf by the 
Oronoque roadway where Rose's body was found, 
seeking some clue which escaped the detectives. 
He has been much interested in the work of the 
detectives in the Naugatuck Valley towns, where 
remarkable statements are attributed to William 
Lewis, and where, it is alleged, he has had another 
sweetheart than Rose. 

Itis now claimed that a» New-Haven man has 
been found who was in Birmingham on Tuesday, 
the day after the body was found, anc was told 
of the crime by two persons, who said Lewis bad 
told them of it the day previous, and before the 
fact was generally known in Stratford. This man 
has sufficient memoranda in his possession, it. is said, 
to preve that he was in Birmingham on Tuesday, 
and his statement will be used to freshen the 
memory of these who suddenly have grown for- 
getful. If the detectives can secure positive evi- 
dence of this nature Lewis will be arrested. “ As 
soon as it can be establighed that this man Lewis 
talked of the crime in Birmingham on Monday,” 
said one of the county officers to-day, “ that very 
moment he will be taken to jail, for we have over’ 
whelming evidence that he left Stratford on that 
Monday morning at 30’clock, four hours before 
the body was discovered.” 

Grocer Durand and others who at first talked so 
much on this subject have become exceedingly 
mysterious. These persons will be called before 
the Coroner’s jury on Thursday, when Dr. White 
will state the result of his examination of Lewis's 
lap-robe. The statement of Lewis’s mother that 
the blood-stains had been on the robe for a year 
and came from contact with a piece of fresh 
beef, has further demoralized the detectives, 
who expected to produce evidence of these 
blood-spots as almost conclusive proof 
that Lewis had attacked Rose, wrapped ber in this 
robe, and carried her to the spot by Raven Stream. 
Corroborative evidence was to be produced in the 
shave of the affidavit of John Beach recarding the 
fresh carriage tracks through the lane leading 
from tne Lewis house, and the testimony of a num- 
ber of other persons as to the sound of a carriage 
going over this route on the night of the murder. 
Coroner Holt said frankly to-day.. **There were a 
number of apparently good clues in the case when 
we started in upon it, but they all crumbled down, 
so that one disappointment has followed after an- 
other, leeving the matter still wrapped in the most 
impenetrable mystery. The fact is there is abso- 
lutely nothing so far developed to stand upon.”

A YOUNG WOMAN WHO COULD NOT TELL HER 
LOVER FROM BIS BROTHER. 

MILWAUKEE, Sept. 18.—The fact was briefly 
telegraphed from this city last night of one of the 
most peculiarly complicated cases of mistaken 
identity ever recorded, in which a lady married the 
twin brother of her affianved, both men being so 
much alike it is almost an impossibility to tell one 
from the other. The developments to-day have 
been highly interesting. On Wednesday last a 


well-dressed, good-looking, and very intelligent 
oung couple visited the office of Magistrate Benz- 
er and requested himto marrythem. ‘The usual 
inquiries were made, which revealed the fact 
that the name of the would-be bride was 
Matilda Pope, of Genesee, while the prospective 
groom said his name was William Conlin. of Ver- 
non. Miss Pope gave her age as 29, while Mr. 
Conlin informed the Justice that he had just at- 
tained 21 years. The Justice was alittle suspicious 
that the would-be husband was not as old ashe 
represented himself, but as he swore to the fact 
and his statement was borne out by the vicorous 
protestations ot his betrothed, he performed the 
ceremony and the couple departed apparently 
very happy. 

Yesterday morning Justice Benzler was some- 
what surprised at receiving a visit from Mrs. Con- 
lis, who was accompanied by her legal adviser, 
and who desired aseparation from her husband. 
She wanted the Justice to declare the marriage 
nul) and vold, and gave as her first reason for this 
strange request that her husband had committed 
perjury in swearing that he was 21 years o!d, as he 
had not yet reached that age. The Justice in- 
formed her that it was beyond his province to 
undo the work which he had performed, but 
recommended the young woman to Judge 
Hamilton. Upon being pressed further as to 
the cause of this sudden revolution in her feelings 
toward her young husband. the lady admitted, 
with sobs, that she had married the wrong man. 
She said her husband was not the individual she 
had intended to marry. and that when the cere- 
mony was performed she was under the belief that 
she was marrying her husband’s twin brother. 
Her legal adviser then informed the surprised Jus- 
tice that there are two brothers named Conlin 
bearing such a close resemblance to each 
oiher that it was hardly possible’ for 
their relations to _ distinguish one from 
the other. Although these brothers § are 
so much alike in person end feature, they are the 
reverse of each other in their characters, one of 
them being known and respected as a sober, indus- 
trious,and moral young mun, while the other is 
sald to bea dissipated scapegrace. Miss Pope fixed 
her affections upon the moral brother, and when be 
asked her to marry him she consented. At least, 
she thought it was tbe respectable brother whom 
she accepted, but she has learned since that al- 
though her love was given to the good young man, 
she has been mainly courted and won by the bad 
young man. 

Mrs. Conlin thinks her position is an extremely 
unpleasant one, as she is not oniy married to a 
man she does not love. but is unable to tell her 
husband from his brother. She is of the opinion 
that this might lead to disagreeable compiications. 
The lady and her attorney deemed the fact of the 
husband swearing falsely to his age good greunds 
fora divorce. She also expressed her objection to 
having a husband who was not of age, and wished 
for a divorce in order to marry his twin brother.

Sr. Louris, Sept. 18.—The Phenix Planing 
Mill, at Twelfth and Spruce streets, owned by 
George Breckenridge, was completely gutted by 
fire this evening, the loss being $80,000. The mill 
was a four-story brick building and it covered 
nearly half a block. It contained a _ large 


quantity of lumber. Despite the exertions of the 
whole Fire Department, which turned out on a 
general alarm, the ruin was complete in less than 
an hour. 

As on the occasion of a similar fire at the same 
place a year ago a panic occurred during its 
progress among the prisoners in the jail, which is 
on the opposite side of Spruce-street, and contains 
over 200 inmates. The jail is of brick topped by 
ar enormous ekylight, which let the full glare of 
the flames into the building, striking consterna- 
tion into the bearts of the prisoners who had just 
been locked in their cells. Shrieks for assist- 
ance came from the cells in which the fe- 
male prisoners are confined as soon as 
the lurid glare illumined the jail’s dim 
recesses, and when a shower ofsparks began to 
fall upon the skylight the men joined in the dis- 
turbance. In a few moments Pandemonium was 
eclipsed. The women erew hysterical and dashed 
frantically at the cell-doors, shaking them and 
screaming wildly for liberty. The male prisoners 
were hardly less demonstrative, but their hoarse 
yells for help, although in far greater volume than 
the women’s, were unable to drown the shrill 
screams of the women. Jailer Siegmund ran with 
his assistants from ceil to cell in a yain 
endeavor to command peace, but his assur- 
ances that the jail was not in danger, and 
that the prisoners woulda be releasea the moment 
peril was threatened, had but littie effect. It was 
fully a quarter of an hour before tne prisoners, 
apparently from sheer fatigue, lapsed into tran- 
quillity. This did not last long, for some of 
the ‘prisoners made the discovery that the 
wooden top of the jail fence on Spruce-street 
had caught fire, and they started another 
alarm, when the scene already described was re- 
enacted with even amore remarkable display of 
hysterical fear expressed in all sorts of uncouth 
noises and wild demonstrations. Only the great 
strength of the ceil doors prevented a general de- 
livery of the prisoners. It was only when the fire 
was nearly extinguished that the prisoners fully 
abandoned their efforts. 

The walls of the planing mill are left standing, 
but otherwise the loss is complete. The insurance 
is said to be $50,000.

FOUR OF THEM ARRESTED FOR 
FIFTH. 

CuicaGco, Sept. 18.—Richard Michaelis, edi- 

tor of the Neue Freie Presse, caused the arrest of 

A. C. Hesing, Washington Hesing, Herman Raster, 

and William Rapp, all editors and proprietors of 


the Staats Zeitung, on the charge of criminal libel, 
and they were brought before Justice Meech to- 
day. They waived examination and were bourd 
over in $500 bonds for trial on Sept. 21, Lorenz 
Brentano going bail. The alleged charge of the 
Staats Zeitung that Michaelis was a black-mailer is 
the gist of the action. The cause for this action is 
set forth in the affidavit that on Aug. 26, and on 
divers days thereaiter up to the present date, the 
purties named had uttered or published, with in- 
tention to impeach the bonesty, integrity, virtue, 
and reputation of the complainant, and thereby to 
expose him to the public hatred and contempt and 
financial injury, ina certain newspaper that com- 
plaipant was a black-mailer. 

The Wars of the Roses have hardly been as bitter 
and proionged as these feuds of the German edi- 
tors, who are again attracting publie attenticn. 
The original cauee for the troubles is set forth by 
Mr. Michaelis as iu main owing to business rivalry 
and jealousy, until now they have become decided- 
ly personal. 
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MUNICIPAL REFORM IN NASHVILLE. 
NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 18.—A mass-meet- 
ing of citizens was held at the Masonic Theatre 
to-night to select a reform ticket for Mayor and 
10 Counci!men to be voted for on the second Thurs- 


day in Ootober. There was avery large attendance, 
aud after several speeches the meeting selected 
C. H. Phillips, a prominent grocer, for Mayor, and 
10 good candidates for the Council. A new system 
of government will go into effect in this city next 
month, a reform bill having been passed at the last 
session of the Legislature, Under the new system 
the corporate authority will be vested inthe Mayor, 
Council, and a Board of Public Affairs. The Mayor 
will receive a salary of $2,400 per annum, the 
Councilmen will serve without pay, and the mem- 
bers of the Board of Public Works will be paid lib- 
eral salaries, to be determined upon hereafter. The 
board will have entire charge of the various city 
departments and all public buildings and improve- 
ments, and will have the appointment of a large 
number of cniefs and subordinates. There is con- 
siderable opposition to the system, and the com- 
ing election will be the most exciting ever held in 
Nashville. 
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WHERE THE POLICE ARE WORTHLESS. 
Sr. Louis, Sept. 18.—A meeting of tax-pay- 

ers isto be heidin East St. Louis on Friday for 
the purpose of forming a Vigilance Committee to 
protect life and property in that sanguinary Illi- 
noissuburb. The police force since its political 
reorganization has become filled with worthless 
officers, and the citizens have decided to take the 
matter of policing the place into their own hands. 
One of the Councilmen said to-day that the meet- 
ing would siso considor the matter of having the 
city charter withdrawn and East St. Louis placed 
under the general laws of the State. The proposed 
Vigilance Committee, it is said, wil! cost very little 
and will render mach better service than the police 
force. A committee of 70 men will be formed in 
each ward, each member being a responsibie citt- 
zen, and 10 men from each ward will patrol the 
streets at night, which will bring each man out 
only one night in the week.

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1HE LUSS OF THE BRITANNIA. 


—_—_~.——— 
THE CAPTAIN’S STORY OF A TERRIBLE 
_ _-NIGHT’S ADVENTCRE. 

HA.IFax, Sept. 18—Capt. Alfred Gaston, 
ofthe bark Britannia, before reported wrecked, 
makes the following report: 

“* We sailed from Molant Bay, Jamaica, for Mon- 
treal on Aug. 10, exporiencing favorable weather 
until Aug. 18, when a storm set in, lasting until 
Aug. 21, but the vessel snstained no damage other 
than the loss of sails, and proceeded on her voyage 
until Aug. 28, when a severe gale set in, during 
which portions of her bulwarks and two sails were 
carried away, but no other injury was caused. 
During the evening able Seaman Lewis Smith fell 
from the mainvard to the deck, preaking an arm, 
which prevented him from further labor on the 
voyage. After the subsidence of the gale the 
Britannia proceeded without further mishap until 
the dreaded vicinity of Sable Island was reached 


on the afternoon of Sunday, Sept. 2. I had good 
siebts, and thought the vessel would pas. between 
30 and 40 miles eastward of any dancer. About 
1 o'clock on Monday morning the attention 
of Chief Officer Foye was directed to a 
white line on the starboard. but Foye, who waa in 
charge at the ‘ime, thought it was an leeberg. The 
next moment the vessel struck on a sandbar, and 
refused to move when the helm was ordered hard 
aport. In the morning a sail-boat put out from 
land, about 10 miles distant, but owing to the bark 
being stranded on the other side of the bar we 
could not be reached. and the boat had to return 
in the afternoon without rendering any assistance. 
In the afternoon ao westward-bound bark ap- 
proached close to us, but took no notice of our 
signal of distress. The succeeding night and day 
were spent in great danger, the sea becoming 
turbulent and frequently washing over the ship. 
Lewis Smith, the man who had a broken arm, was 
carried off the raised platform on deck and was not 
seen afterward. The water pouring in below had 
forced up the planking of the deck, and, continu- 
ing to rise, compelled my wife and four children 
and the crew to take refuge on the top of the after- 
house. On Tuesday afternoon, the vessel beginning 
to break up, all hands took to a small raft that nad 
formed itself of floating wreckage. Hardiy had 
the people got on this when a heavy sea 
washed off every soul, and the Captain and eigbt 
men were the only ones that regained it. Two of 
the little children were picked out of the water 
alongside immediately after, but both expired in 
e few minutes from exposure and fright. During 
the night and the following morning five others 
were lostin asimilar manner, and when day broke 
thero were only fourleft. These found themselves 
to be about three miles from land, and about 10 
o'clock a boat put out and took them ashore. 

* The following are the names of the lost: First 
Officer George Foye. of Liverpool, England, about 
50 years old. a widower; Second Officer Arthur 
Holmes, of Bristol, age 23. unmarried. The stew- 
ard belonged at Liverpool, about 60 years old, 
pame unknown.

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BLOODY FIGHT WITH COWBOYS.

AN INOFFENSIVE MAN ATTACKED AND THREE 
OF HIS ASSAILANTS SHOT DOWN. 
DENVER, Col., Sept. 18.—Last Friday five 
cowboys, all under the influence of liquor, rode 
into Ute Creek, a small village, 50 miles east of 
San Hilario. Don Macedonio Arragon was stand- 
ingin front of his store in the act of starting in 
search of astray horse. The cowboys requested 
him to go to the rear of his store and call his 
clerk. Arragon refused, and the cowboys began 


to abuse him. Fearing violence, Arragon procured 
a rifie and proceeded on his way in search of his 
horse. The cowboys rode toward him, and one of 
them, who was in advance of his comrades, went 
up to Arragon and shook hands with him. When 
he had obtained possession of Arragon’s hand 
he held on to it firmly, while the ramain- 
ing cowboys began firing at the merchant 
with their revolvers. Arragon finally disengaged 
his hand and sent a bullet from his rifle through 
one of the cowboys, kiiling him instantly. He then 
retreated to a house near by, the cowboys continu- 
ing to fire upon him as he ran. After reaching a 
sheiter from the storm of bullets he sent another 
ball into the breast of one of tbe cowboys, killing 
him, and then fired again, wounding another of 
his assailants. By this time Arragon was so weak 
from loss of biosd—he having received four 
wounds—that he could no longer fire. The re- 
maining cowboys fled into ‘'exas and are still at 
large. Arragon lingered for 12 hours, when he 
died from his wounds. 


DEapwoopD, Dakota, Sept. 18.—J. D. Pru- 
den, mail-carrier, of Deadwood and Miles City; his 
stock-tender, Jack Harris, and two cowboys while 
playing cards at Little Missouri last Friday, be- 
came involved in a quarrel, when ail agreed to set- 
tle it by fighting. A man named O'Neil, together 
with Pruden and Harris, started out in advance, 
when the cowboys began firing. whereupon Har- 
ris and Pruden turned and fired, killing one cow- 
boy and fatally wounding the other. They then 
mounted horses and made for the Hills. No arrests 
have been made. 
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DISASTERS 10 VESSELS. 


WRECKAGE OF A STEAM-SHIP PASSED OFF 
THE CAROLINA COAST. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 18.—The steamer City 
of Savannah, from Savannab, reports that on 
Sept. 16, in latitude 34°, longitude 73°, she passed 
large quantities of wreckage, consisting of broken 
spars, joiner work painted white, and several 
doors, also painted white, with glass knobs, sup- 
posed to be from a steamer. She also passed on 
Sept. 17, in latitude 37°, longitude 74° 45’, more 
joiner work, also painted white. 

The brig Daphne, from Savannah on Ang. 15, 
for Pernambuco, which put in here in distress 
with a cargo of lumber, resin, &c., reports that on 
Aug. 22, latitude 31° 54’, longitude 70° 15’, took 
hurricane from east, backing gradually to south- 


east with tremendous seas. On Aug. 28, took 
heavy gale from south-east. At 10 P. M., in lati- 
tude 35° 7’, longitude 46°, it bDlewa tornado. The 
vessel was thrown on her beam ends, and the 
water was on top of the deck load nearly up to 
the mainmast. For safety of life and property, 
cut away the fore and main topmasts, the jibboom 
going at the same time, and jettisoned aeck-load. 
The cabin was flooded with water, damaging 
everything, inoluding stores. The barometer dur- 
ing the height of the gale marked 28 inches. 


Boston, Sept, 18.—The brig J. L. Bowen, 
Capt. Berry, from Matanzas, reports having en- 
countered a terrific hurricane on Sept. 10 and 11, 
in latitude 33° 15’ longitude 75° 40’. A tremendous 
sea caused the vessel to labor heavily and the car- 
go shifted, many hogsheads of sugar being stove. 
It was iwwpossibie to keep sails on the brig, the gale 
blowing them away and splitting them like rotten 
rags. The sheathing was torn from the deck and 
the vessel leaked so badly that all hands were kept 
at work at the pumps. The cargo is though to 
have been badly damaged. 


WasHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The Signal Corps 
station at Barnegat City reports that the three- 
masted schooner John B. Conner, went ashore on 
the stone pile at Barnegat Inlet, 300 yards nortn- 
west of the light-house. She lies in a dangerous 
position. Life-saving crews from Barnegat City 
ard Love Lady’s Island boarded her. There is a 
north-west wind with heavy surf. The schooner 
is loaded with stone forthe breakwater at Barne- 
gat City. 

Sr. Joun, Newfoundland, Sept. 18.—Tele- 
graphic advices from Bell's Cove report the loss of 
the schooner Flora, with a ful! c-rgo of codfish. 
At noon on Saturday, when near Gull Island, sbe 
was struck by a violent squall and dismasted and 
soon afterward foundered. Her crew abandoned 
her in season, and reached Bell's Cove in a boat.

VARIOUS TOPICS DISCUSSED BY MR. MOODY 
AND OTHERS IN CHICAGO. 


Cxicaco, Sept. 18.—Three thousand per- 
sons gathered at Farwell Hall this morning at the 
opening session of the Christian Convention. After 
the preliminary devotional exercises, Mr. Moody 
opened the convention. Pr. E. P. Goodwin 
began the discussion of the question, “How 
can we ~best secure a preperation for 


Christ’s work?’ He thought the first attitude 
for Christians to assume toward God was one of 
personal approach toward Him. To get alone 
with God was the primal condition of con- 
version to God. ajor W. Whittle fol- 
lowed Dr. Goodwin on the same topic, re- 
ferring to the power of personal experi- 
ence of God over preachers and teachers. 
Tbe Rev. Dr. Stevenson, of Boston, said the 
trees drew their strength direct from God, and hu- 
man beings must derive their strength from that 
source alone. Mr. Moody then said that there were 
too many Christians whose Christianity was seen 
only inspots. ‘* This spasmodic Christianity 1s the 
worst thingin the world. Wha% we want isa liv- 
ing communion with Christ, to build up a working 
Christianity for 365 days a year.” The second 
topic of the service was, ** What are the hindrances 
to Christ’s kingdom, and how can they be re- 
moved?’ It was introduced by the Rev. Dr. J. H. 
Barrows. After a prayer by Bishop Fallows, the 
topic was concluded by Dr. Goodell, of St. Louis. 
Mr. Moody then said that the greatest hindrance 
to Christ’s kingdom in the hearts and lives of men 
was too much talking about the obstacles to it. 

At the afternoon session the Rev. C. L. Goodell, 
of St. Louis, opened the discussion of “ How to 
Set to Work the Laymen.” ‘This, he thought, 
could be accomplished by prayer-meetings, cot- 
tage meétings, and house-to-house visitation. Mr, 
Weston, of Peoria, said there must be doctrine 
first and duty afterward. Mr. Moody sue- 
gested some ideas as to the topic in 
hand. The Rev. 8. J. McPherson followed on 
the topic of **How Faith Spreads.”"

The supply to consist of the following plates: 

TURRET PLATES. 

Two port piates, inches thick, of the size and 
shape shown on the plans. The porte to be y 
fashioned. so as to leave a margin of at leas: haif an 
inch on the ‘inished size at every point. 

Eight plates 114g inches thick. of size and shape 
shown on the plana; one plate 1l4¢ inches thick, of 
size and shape shown on the plans; two pilot-house 
covers 9 inches thick, of size and shape shown on the 


lans. 

5 The covers to pilot-houses to be in one or two parts. 
sha to a cone, as shown on the pians: the plane of 
rabbet or junction to be vertical, and at right angles 
to the line of fire of the guns. 

The whole supply to be fashioned and fitted at the 
edges in accordance with the plans.

& TALK WITH MAYOR LOW, OF BROOKLYN, 
ON THE SUBJECT. 

The cars on the bridge railroad were exer- 
eised yesterday, but when the public will have a 
chance to use them isstilla mystery. Chief En- 
gineer Martin said he didn’t know, but the day 
Was coming nearer all the time. As nearly as could 
be learnei there were no new hot journals and 
pothing to interfere with Col. Paine’s interesting 
grip experiments. It is not true that Col. Paine 
remains on the bridge at night to prevent his grip 
from being stolen or that. detectives in citizens’ 
clothes have been detailed to guard it.

organization. Messrs. Manierre and Beatty 
spoke in favor of the resolutions, denouncing 
the recent alleged effort of the machine men to 
promote harmony as a political fraud. Mr. Ma- 
pierre said Tue Times was the only paper inthe 
City which bad seen through and exposed the 
fraud, and Mr. Beatty said the Republican Party 
pwed a debt of gratitude to Tue Times for stand- 
Ing by its principles when every otber journal 
shirked and neglected them. - The resvlutions 
were adopted and sent by mail to the State Con- 
vention, which meets at Richfield Springs to-day.

JOHN L. SULLIVAN TO SHOW HIMSELF FOR A | THE COREAN EMBASSY RECLIVED BY PRBESI- 


YEAR AND RETIRE TO HIS SALOON. 

Mr. Jobn Lawrence Sullivan, the eminent 
American pugilist, toyed listlessly with his heavy 
goid chain and flashed his diamonds in the eyes of 
a little knot around a table in the Gilsey House 
yesterday morning. He oocasionally took a sip of 
coffee from a cup before him and smiled whena 
remark wes dropped that partook of a humorous 
nature, By his side sat Mr. Al Smith, who isto 
rule the slugger’s destinies for the year to come. 
Mr. Sullivan came on from his gorgeous temple of 


Bacchus in Boston to make arrangements for a 
grand transcontinental tour which he is about 
to undertake. His trip across the country 
from ocean to ocean, if the calculations 
do not fail, will be a triumphal progress. His suite 
will consist of the distinguished Maori, Mr. Herbert 
A. Slade; Mr. Steve Taylor, Mr. Pete MeCoy, Mr. 
Mike Gillespie, and a gentleman who is at present 
unknown. The master of ceremonies will be Mr. 
Frank Moran. The aggregation will be known as 
the John L. Sullivan combination. The first recep- 
tion will be beld in Baltimore. The company will 
return to New-York, but will not accept the hom- 
age of the citizens until its return from the Pacific 
coast. It will cross the contivent by the Union 
Pacific route and return by the Northern Pacific. 
Mr. Sullivan has been invited by the editors of 
the Chicago newspapers and other prominent per- 
sons in that city to “fight the bail” there, three 
rounds of three minutes each, Marauls of Que -ns- 
berry rules. The laws of the State of Illinois for- 
bid that a man should stand up before bim to be 
knocked out. Mr. Sullivan will pitch ina game of 
base-bail at St. Louis. Whereverthe combination 
stops medals and cups will be hung up for locai 
talent. All the principal cities will be visited. 
There will be no pounding, but simplv exhibitions 
of the sublime art of sparring. Mr. Sullivan may 
consent to open the eyes of the benighted natives 
of the Pacifie coast in San Francisco with a glove 
contest. Mr. Sullivan will acknowledge no peers. 
He will put up $5,000 or any respectab e sum to be 
taken by the man who oan receive his blows for 
four rounds, At the same time he desires it to be 
known that he and his retinue are not going 
through the country as fighters. Operators in 
Wall-street asked Mr. Sullivan to pummel some 
one here before he went away, but he replied that 
he could not impose on the good-nature of the peo- 
le of this hospitable City. In the three times that 
Pe had appeared in the Madison-Square Garden 
the admiring public had expended $50,000 to see 
him perform his work, and he could not consent 
to their paying tribute to bim again until bis return. 

“I shall never fight again as long¢as I live with 
bare hands,” said Mr. Sullivan as he Jay back in 
his chair. There was a look of determinatioz, 
half mingled with sorrow, in his face. “I shall 
give exhibitions for a year, and then retire entire- 
ly. Itis better to retire on a clean record than 
a poor one. There is more money in exbibi- 
tions. In fighting I run the risk of being 
sent to the penitentiary. There is always great 
trouble in getting a fight on, and more trouble in 
having it come off. I have been very successful in 
boxing, althougb I made $$,000in my fight with 
Paddy Ryan. When I give up sparring I suppose 
my fame will die out. It is like being President of 
the United States. After he coes out of office he 
soon sinks out of sight. 1 suppose some strong 
young fellow willcome up who will do even bet- 
ter than I have.”’ There wasa tinge of sadness in 
Mr. Sullivan's voice. “ Before a year is over I ex- 
pect to goto England, andif any one wants to 
meet me on the other side I may take part in a 
contest there. That will be before the time 1 stop 
sparring entirely.” 

“Tug Wilson’s gota shoe storein England now,” 
spoke up Arthur Chambers. ‘He was a workman 
in a shop before he put on the gloves with Mr. Sul- 
livan. Now he is a boss. He set himself upin 
business with the money he earned here. He's a 
good, sensible fellow,” 

*Do you expect to meet Mr. Wilson in England, 
Mr. Sullivan?” 

“ T should like to,’ replied Mr. Sullivan. 

**What do you propose to do when you retire” 

“*I shall keep my saloon. It cost me $20,000 to 
fitit up, and I put ina stock amounting to $5,000. 
1 opened it on Aug. 7 and up to last Monday I had 
taken in $25,000.. Tnat is enough to pay for it. The 
opening night I took in $2,900 and the first Satur- 
day $2,400. I have six bar keepers besides my 
brother, who has the cigar stand. Irather wish I 
had not opened the place until I retired. but the 
saloon has done better than any one ever before 
opened. The trouble is it breaks a man all up. 
One man comes in and asks me to drink cbam- 
pagne, another beer, a third whisky, and a fourth 
brandy. That's the way it goes,” 

* But be does not drink a drop now,”’ broke in 
Mr. Smith, ** he has not for three weeks, You can 
see how fine he looks.” Mr. Sullivan's face was 
ruddy, his bair was smoothly brushed, his mus- 
tache carefully trimmed, and his attire was fash- 
jionable.

452 Broadway and Grand-street and South Fifth- 
avenue, made a general assignment yesterday to 
Mr. Frederick Lewis. Preferences are given aggre- 
gating $119,835 95, among which are the following: 
Elinore Wallach, $81,462 35; Edward Wallach, Ad- 


ministrator, $393; Joseph D. Plant, $14.275 57; 
Joseph Wallach, $4,204 49; the National Pahquioque 
Bank, of Danbury, Conn., $5,0Uu. All the New- 
York creditors, with one or two exceptions, are 
next preferrea, among them being Meyer & 
$1,742 47; Frederick Hurst, $2,062 77; 
Isaacs & Brother, $1,214 29; Charter Oak 
Life Insurance Company, $2,500; and 
smaller accounts aggregating about $11,000. 
Tbe tailure was bot generally known in trade cir- 
cles yesterday, as the assignment was not made 
until late iu the day. ‘The tirm had numerous 
offers of money assistance from friends to 
bridge over their difficulties, but declined this 
aid. Bradstreei’s reports state that the busi- 
ness was started in a small way by Abra- 
bam wWallach in Maiden-lane about 382 
years ago after retiring from the firm of Amson & 
Wallach. Having accumulated capital, he removed 
in 1860 to No. 347 Bro dway. Eaward Wallach, bis 
brother, who had failed in the retail business, 
joined him in 1861 as a clerk, and in 1806 became a 
partner under the present style of the ftirm. After 
the panic of 1878 the firm sustained heavy losses 
owing to the shrinkage in value of stock. lu 
March, 1877, they estimated their means at $250,- 
000, including real estate on Sixth-avenue. In De- 
cember, 1881, a fire occurred In their store. They 
were insured for $179,350, and claimed their stock 
Was worth $195,000. The insurance companies set- 
tled by paying $108,000. 

Mr. R. 8S. Newcombe, the attorney, said yester- 
day that the firm bad assigned everrthing to Mr. 
Lewis, und the latter would do everything in bis 
power to pay as large a dividend to the European 
creditors as possible. Of course, it waetoo early 
to yet state the exact amount of asseis and liabili- 
ties, the latter being principally a foreign indebt- 
edness, but the Assignee would immedi- 
ately commence to take stock, and prepare a 
siatement of the true condition of the firm. 
Mr. Frederick Lewis, the Assignee, said that the 
principal causes of the failure were the depression 
in trade, the fira; not being able tosell goods as 
readily as they should have done, and depreciation 
in stock. Avotber cause was losses iu establishing 
the fancy leather branch of their business. ‘hey 
started a large tactury at Grand-street and South 
Fifth-avenue for the manufacture of fancy leatber 
goods; invested targely in machinery, tools, 
&ec.; employed a large number of bands, 
and expected tu make a great deal of 
money in the enterprise, but it turned out 
differently. ‘Ihe total liabilities. Mr. Lewis 
thought, would amount to about $8v5,000, of which 
about $200,000 was in Europe, the remainder being 
nearly ali preferred. The assets he could not give 
any estimate of at present. They consist of a large 
stock of fancy goods, book accouuts, some real es- 
tate, and notes fora large amount from a firm in 
Boston to whom they granted a long extension. 
No one could tell, he said, what the assets would 
realize, as it will depend altogether upon how 
they are disposed of, being holiday goods princi- 

ally. 

. Abraham S. Herman, proprietor of the New- 
York Kuitting-works, of No. 64 Leonard-street, 
made an assignment yesterday to Joseph F. Cull- 
man, giving preferences to Rice, Stex & Co., $7,150; 
H. 8. Mack & Co., $3,255; J. M. Herman, of Boston, 
$998 56; Louis Stex, $14,423 90; totul, $25,827 46. 
Mr. Herman was in the woolen trade for many 
years, but failed in 1875 and compromised at 
40 cents on the dollar. He claimed a capital of 
about $40,000 in the business, and bought mainly in 
Philadelphia. 

An assignment for the benefit of creditors, by 
William Lese to Isaac Trisdorrer, with preferences 
to the amount of $918 96, was also filed in the 
County Clerk's office yesterday.

DENT ARTHUR, 

Tbe Corean Embassv was formally received 
by President Arthur yesterday, at the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel. The ceremony was most im- 
pressive, as well as interesting. The recep- 
tion was held in the main parlor, on the Twenty- 
third-street side of the hotel. Soon after 
11 0’clook President Arthur took his place in the 


centre of the parlor. About bim were grouped 
Secretar Frelinghuysen, Assistant Secretary 
Davis, Lieut. 7. B. M. Mason and Ensign Foulk, of 
the United States Navy,and Private Secretary 
Phillips. No others were admitted during the re- 
ception. In the corridors, before entering, the 
Coreans made a preliminary salaam, bowing low. 
Then Min Yong lk, the Ambassador: Hong Yong Sik, 
the Vice-Ambassador; So Koung Pom, Secretary; 
Mr. Percival Lowell, the Foreign Secretary, togeth- 
er with the other five attachés, entered the parlor, 
They came in in single file. When they were inside 
the door, all dropped low upon their knees and 
madeasalaam. Approaching the President they 
again made asalaam, this time according to the 
fashion of Oriental Princes—that is, bowing to one 
side instead of directly tothe President, Arising, 
they were presented to the President, Secre- 
tary Frelinghuysen introducing them in the order 
of theirrank. President Arthur bowed and shook 
hands with each. They were then presented to 
the others of the President's suite. 

The Coreans were dressed in rich court robes, 
made expressly for the presentation to the Pre-i- 
dent. Min Yong Ik, the most distinguished of the 
party, wore a tunic of very rich plum-colored silk, 
which feli to hfs feet. Around his waist he wore 
a belt inlaid with gold squares, On his breast 
was an apron, richly embroidered with vari- 
ous figures of curious shapes. In the cen- 
tre were two storks elaborately woven. 
On bis head he wore a sugar-loafed hat made of 
horse-hair and bamboo. Hong Yong Sik also wore 
a long plum-colored tunio ef rich silk, which differed 
from that of his chief in that his apron was not so 
elaborately embroidered and was marked with 
only one stork. The Secretary and other at- 
tachés wore tunics of various colors 
and hats with tall crowns and wide brims. 
Min Yong Ik, addressed the President.in the Co- 
rean language, which was afterward interpreted.’ 
It was addressed to his Excellency the President 
of the United States, and stated in the beginning 
that Min Yong Ik and Hong Yong Sik had come in 
person to address the President of the United 
States. They had come as representatives of the 
Government of Tah Chosun. The Ambassador 
then expressed his sincere wishes for the health 
and welfareof the President. “The people of 
our countries,’’ he said, ** have entered into friendly 
intercourse with each other, and having both on our 
side and yours bound themselves mutually to con- 
tinue these happy relations, we pray that the peo- 
ple of both our lands may live forever without 
change in peace and happiness. We offer to your 
Excellency two official papers. The first is a reply 
from his Majesty the King of Tah Chosun: the sec- 
ond one a letter of credentials, which we herewith 
ask leave to present.” 

President Arthur expressed his pleasure at re- 
ceiving the representatives of the King of Tah 
Chosun and bade them welcome. He referred to 
the country from which the embassy came and 
to its productions and industries, Its in- 
habitants, he said, were twice in number 
those of the United States. The people of 
the two countries were neighbors. He spoke of 
the necessity of friendship between the two, and 
said that commerce should be cultivated. The 
people of Tah Chosun could be of benefit to 
the peorle of the United States, and when they 
had become familiar with the improvements 
made in agricultural implements and processes 
and in mecbanical arts a fair return could be given 
for the benefit to the United States. Inthe Ameri- 
can system of education and laws some things 
mizht be discovered that the people of Tah Chosun 
might be glad to adopt. “You will be so good.” 
he added, “as to present to your King my respect- 
ful regards and express to him my gratification 
and that of my people that he has seen proper to 

‘honor us by a visit from this embassage. It will 
be the purposé of our Government and people so 
to receive you that you shall carry home pleasant 
recollections of the American Repubiic.” 

Handing the President the credentials the em- 
bassy withdrew quietly. During the afternoon the 
members of theembassy took a short drive in the 
Park and then went to the steam-boat Bristol, of 
the Fall River Line, and started for Boston at 5:30 
P.M. They will remain in Boston about a week.

VAGARIES OF THE DEMENTED. 


HOW FOUR HUNDRED LUNATICS BEHAVED 
AT A PICNIC, 

Ward’s Island was a scene of unusual fes- 
tivity yesterday. The quarries at the south side 
of the island echoed with the sounds of music, the 
splashing of water, and the shouts of merry bath- 
ers. Beneath a rude shed on the water's edge an 
ebony negro twaenged a guitar and sang an exqui- 


site melody about his hopes of havinga “ Sweet- 
heart to buy me cider,” while two others danced 
before aa absorbed audience of about 400 gentle- 
men, who represented the tractable inmates of the 
City Asylum for the Insane. These 400 persons with 
bees in their bonnets were enjoying a picnic gotten 
up for their benefit by the authorities—and enjoy it 
they did hugely. Besides the guitar a fiddler as- 
sisted in making things as melodious as possible, 
aud a gentleman who labors under the hallucina- 
tion that he is Gilmore’s band and comprises 60 
pieces or more, was doing his best to help out the 
symphony, assuming rapidly a succession of atti- 
tudes expressive of the requirements of playing so 
large a number of instruments at once. Others of 
the picknickers were dizporting themseives in a 
smell creek and plunging around in the water. As 
a rule it was observed that no one had much to say 
to any one else. On the contrary, each one seemed 
to move about regardless of his neighbor 
and self-absorbed. When the Suverintendent, 
br, MacDonald, who was in charge, spoke 
to one of them himself, the patient would 
rouse himself, smile feebly, and plunge at. once 
into adiscussion of his favorite illusion. One pa- 
tient, a tall man with a florid complexion, who 
wore a green paper shade over bis cyes and a 
chicken feather over bis right ear, stated with 
great confidence that he was John the Baptist, and 
had been placed on the island bythe Almigbty as 
liis agent tor reformatory purposes. He presented 
to a reporter in confidence a ragged-lovuking letter, 
tied up with a green thread, which he said he had 
that morning received from President Garfield. 
Arm in arm with this patient was Mr. John 
Jacob Astor, who readily introduced himsel. as 
the great miliionaire, and offered to give 
the Superintendent 60,000 car-loads of goid 
to land him on the New-York shore. Na- 
poleon Bonaparte casually remarked that the 
only civilized peuple on the face of the globe were 
Queen Victoria's relatives, The rest were Hotten- 
tots, cannibals, lunatics, and alligators. As an 
illustration of his theory he pointed out a gentle- 
man of color who certainly bore a striking resem- 
biance to the missing link. The most remarkable 
thing about him was bis smile, but that was suffi- 
cient. “Coffee,” said the Superintendent, laying 
his band upon his arm, **Coffee, smile.” Upon 
which the upe-like gentleman opened a mouth 
which threw that of the late Mr. Backus into the 
shade and displayed # cavernous development of 
jaw and a set of molars which would have done 
credit to a primeval cave man. “Smile again, 
Coffee.’ said the Superintendent, and Coffee re- 
peated the performance with an evident satisfac- 
tion in the possession of so unique an accomplish- 
ment. 

At the conciuslon of a swimming match, in 
which half a dozen men from different wards con- 
tended for a prize and which excited great in- 
terest, a feast was had. Complete harmony 
served to agreeably distinguish the picnic from 
some occasions of a similar sort in which people 
gifted witt all their faculties participate. One gen. 
tleman who imagines that he is John L. Sullivan, 
and whose favorite idiosyncrasy is skinning live 
dogs and eating them, seemed for a moment in- 
clined to * slug’’ somebody, but his attentian was 
distracted and he became placic. When the fes- 
tivities had come to an «nd Dr. Macdonald 
and Commissioner Brennan conducted the 
visitors through the wards, where they had 
an opportunity of seeing the process of 
making mats, the tailor shop, and the 
manufacture of baskets and shoes. Aill this 
work, the Superintendent explained, was done 
for use in the departments. Nothing was allowed 
to be sold, and the patients were pever compelled 
to work—indeed this latter was impossible. Some 
worked of their own accord, preferring to have 
something todo. The occupations taught in the 
asylum had been introduced by single patients, 
who, being acquainted with some trade, instruct- 
ed others. A blind man bad taught the art of 
caning chairs to half a dozen fellow-patients, and 
an old sea Captain has a force under him whom he 
har taught to make shoes and mats of ¢cat-tails 
and rushes, which they pick themselyes in the 
ewamp on the island.
